WASHINGTON. May 28—Unless 


some highly efficient peace making 
is accomplished in the quiet months 
of this drowsy political summer, It 
seems fairly certain, political oh-

sizable splits within their ranks 
over international policies. 


While the Republicans are war- 


ring between thmselvee over the 
issue of President Harding's court 
proposal, the Democrats 
are 
no 


less divided, even 
at 
this early 


stage of the game, over -whether 
the Democratic platform of 1924 
shall 
specifically 
endorse 
the 


league of nations as did the plat- 
form in 1920. 


The Republican ' fighting is In 


the open; the Democratic fighting 
formed one of the chief topics dis- 
cussed at the McAdoo conference 
here last week, it was learned to- 
day. 


McAdoo 
himself 
participated. 


After the conference, Senator Wil- 
liam 'H. King. Democratic, of Utah, 
caused a small sensation in Demo- 
cratic circles with the

prediction that McAdoo would be 
the nominee of the convention nest 
year and that the pltform would 
not pledge the party to American 
entrance into the league of nations

"Beyond this the enlarged scale 


of generation, distribution and rein- 
forcement of reserve supplies of 
electric power, spread o\er large 


i areas, makes for continuity in in- 
dustrial production such as cannot 
be secured in any other way. 


"The growing inter-connection of 


existing power sytems and their 
reinforcement with larger central- 
ized production units will serve to 
further assure th" productive in- 
dustries stability of their own pow- 
er to a degree of importance that 
can be compared only to the rela- 
tion of our federal reserve banking 
"-ystem in stabilizing credit. 


"Increased application of electric 


power to replace innumerable small 
units of direct steam production 
not only becomes a great saving in 
human labor, a general incrospe of 
continuity of operation and a great 
reduction in the waste of material 
but it is also a great rontribution
